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Ron  Yee  Dismissed  as  Executive  Director  of  South  Cove  YMCA

Ron  Yee  of  Brookline  was 
dismissed  in  early  May  as 
executive  director  of  the  South 
Cove  YMCA  for  failure  to 
provide  adequate  programming 
at  the  Chinatown  recreational 
facility.  Three  local  board  mem¬ 
bers  have  resigned  in  protest. 

Yee,  who  headed  the  South 
Cove  Y  for  the  past  seven  years, 
is  filing  a  grievance  with  the 
Greater  Boston  YMCA,  which 
authorized  his  dismissal.  He  is 
charging  that  his  dismissal  was 
unfair  and  improper. 

Ken  Turpin,,  senior  vice  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Greater  Boston  Y, 
refused  to  comment  on  Yee’s 
dismissal.  “I  personally  have  a 
problem  with  discussing  person¬ 
nel  matters  publicly.  I  think  it’s 
not  appropriate,”  he  said. 

However,  Turpin  added  that 


he  ‘  ‘would  like  to  see  (the  South 
Cove  Y)  more  programmatically- 
orienteid,”  and  with  the  next 
executive  director,  “would  like 
to  see  it  thrive  in  terms  of 
services  provided  to  the  commu¬ 
nity,  from  youth  to  adults, 
whether  it  be  in  fitness,  recrea¬ 
tion  or  instruction.” 

In  a  three-hour  interview,  Yee 
explained  why  he  believed  his 
dismissal  was  inappropriate.  “I 
received  nothing  in  writing  that 
they  (the  Greater  Boston  Y)  was 
dissatisfied,”  which  is  violation 
of  its  personnel  policy  and 
employee  manual,  he  con¬ 
tended. 

According  to  South  Cove  Y 
board  members  who  attended  an 
emergency  meeting  to  discuss 
Yee’s  dismissal,  Turpin  had 
stated  at  the  gathering  that 
during  several  meetings  with 
Yee  he  had  voiced  his  concern 


about  the  lack  of  programs  at  the 
South  Cove  branch. 

Yee  countered,  “I  felt  the 
talks  were  superficial.  They 
never  painted  a  clear  picture  of 
what  was  wanted.  They  always 
dealt  with  the  bottom  fine.” 

Although  he  always  managed 
to  balance  the  budget  of  the 
South  Cove  Y,  he  added,  the 
only  memoranda  he  received 
from  the  Greater  Boston  Y 
addressed  the  finances  of  the 
local  branch.  “All  these  years, 
the  memos  I  got  from  the 
metropolitan  Y  dealt  with  cut¬ 
ting  expenses  and  increasing 
revenues,  nothing  on  program¬ 
ming.  If  you  were  executive 
director,  what  would  that  say  to 
you?”  He  also  believes  the 
Greater  Boston  Y  gave  “tacit 
approval  to  no  programming” 
when  it  okayed  the  budget  he 
submitted  for  the  local  Y  which 
included  no  monies  for  pro¬ 
grams. 

He  admitted,  “There’s  abso¬ 
lutely  no  denying  the  lack  of 
programs.”  He  said  the  lack  of 
programs,  though,  was  not  the 
result  of  poor  effort,  but  the 
physical  constraints  of  the  cur¬ 
rent  facility. 

Yee  said  the  limitations  of  the 
South  Cove  Y  facility  —  an

In  April,  the  SAMPAN  began 
a  three-part  series  on  Chinese 
American  perspectives  on  poli¬ 
tics.  We  sought  out  the  views  of 
ten  people,  all  politically  active 
on  either  the  local,  state  or 
federal  levels.  SAMPAN  asked 
them  to  share  their  views  about 
the  conditions,  the  status,  and 
the  future  of  Chinese  American 
participation  in  the  American 
political  process. 

The  views  elicited  represent¬ 
ed  voices  from  the  Boston 
Chinatown  community,  the  sub¬ 
urban  community,  and  the  new¬ 
er,  mostly  younger  group  of 
activitists,  as  well  as  a  few  who 
pioneered  Chinese  American 
participation  in  Boston  politics. 

What  generally  emerged  was 
a  tone  of  optimism  for  the  future , 
a  view  that  there  is  a  trend 
toward  increased  participation 
on  all  levels  of  politics,  and  a 
crying  need  for  more  Chinese 
American  participation  and  re¬ 
sponse  at  the  voting  polls. 

The  agenda  for  political  acti¬ 
vists  in  Chinatown  tend  to  be 
more  rooted  in  community  con¬ 
cerns  and  politics,  and  to  meet¬ 
ing  immediate  critical  service 
needs  coupled  with  the  expecta¬ 
tion  of  getting  from  the  political 
system  improvements  in  the 
living  conditions  of  Chinese  in 
the  inner  city. 

In  the  suburban  community, 
political  activism  is  a  more 
recent  phenomenon  to  Chinese 
who  tend  to  be  spread  out, 
rather  than  “centered”,  as  it 
were,  in  a  Chinatown.  Most 
organizational  efforts  by  sub¬ 
urban  Chinese  have  been  for 
social  and  cultural  needs  in  the 
past.  The  emergence  of  a  new 
political  activism  and  organiza¬ 
tional  efforts  is  a  positive  de¬

two  to  four  hours  a  week,”  Yee 
said. 

Other  factors  compounded  the 
problem,  Yee  added.  Attitudinal 
changes  and  greater  financial 
freedom  and  choices  in  recrea¬ 
tional  facilities  among  youth  in 
the  neighborhood  today  made  a 
dwindling  membership  inevit¬ 
able,  he  believes. 

During  his  first  three  to  four 
years  as  executive  director,  Yee 
said,  he  concentrated  on  up¬ 
grading  the  existing  facility  — 
installing  bathrooms  and  show¬ 
ers,  carpeting  the  floors,  build¬ 
ing  a  second  level  which  in¬ 
cludes  reading  space,  putting  in 
new  wooden  backboards  and 
lighting  system  and  coating  the 
floor  of  the  basketball  court. 

However,  he  came  to  believe 
the  facility  was  not  program¬ 
mable.  “The  Y  is  not  just 
programs  today.  You  also  have 
to  focus  on  facilities.  If  you  have 
the  facility,  programs  will  fol¬ 
low.. .(So)  forthe  past  two  yearsl 
studied  studies,  met  with  every 
official  I  could  meet  with  and 
begged  the  metropolitan  Y  to  get 
involved  in  developing  a  new 
facility.  But  there  were  road¬ 
blocks.  There  was  no  Section  8 
housing  (funds  for  a  proposed

velopment,  particularly  under 
the  leadership  that  seeks  to  work 
closely  with  Chinatown  and 
recognizes  and  is  sensitive  to  the 
different  set  of  circumstances 
which  confront  the  often  less 
educated,  less  affluent  Chinese 
to  be  found  in  Chinatown  and  the 
inner  city. 

As  Regina  Lee  noted,  no 
longer  can  people  claim  that 
Chinatown  is  unconcerned  about 
politics.  No  longer  can  politi¬ 
cians  claim  that  Chinatown  is 
insular.  Historical  discrimina¬ 
tion  and  fear,  language  and 
cultural  barriers  may  have  in 
the  past  kept  Chinese  clinging  to 
Chinatown  and  away  from  poli¬ 
tics.  At  the  same  time,  outside 
mainstream  society  did  not  seek 
out  the  participation  of  Chinese 
Americans.  But  today,  increas¬ 
ing  numbers  of  Chinese,  along 
with  other  Asian  Americans,  are 
demanding  to  be  heard. 

While  specific  needs  have 
been  noted  in  Chinatown— from 
funds  sought  for  English  lan¬ 
guage  education,  job  training 
and  housing,  to  jobs  and  biling¬ 
ual  translation  services — and 
are  sought  from  the  political 
process,  the  agenda  for  the 
suburban  Chinese  is  less  speci¬ 
fic  but  equally  important. 

When  you  are  hungry,  you 
have  no  time  to  discuss  world 
poverty.  You  must  exert  all  your 
energy  to  meeting  the  daily 
need.  With  the  suburban  Chi¬ 
nese,  who  is  free  from  urgent 
service  needs  and  operates  on  a 
full  stomach,  the  issues  can  be 
more  globed  in  scope. 

Issues  such  as  the  “self- 
image”  of  Chinese  in  America, 
political  education,  and  net¬ 
working  are  critical  for  the 
politicization  of  suburban  Chi¬ 
nese.  They,  too,  seek  grassroots 
organizing  and  local  political 


participation,  but  the  issues 
vary. 

In  contrast  to  Chinatown,  the 
resources  of  the  suburban  Chi¬ 
nese  may,  for  example,  accom¬ 
modate  a  computerized  voter 
list.  But  such  a  technique  and 
resource  is  less  critical  in  China¬ 
town  which  works  with  a  small 
base  of  voters  and  a  signficantly 
larger  base  of  non-citizens. 

Still,  all  those  interviewed 
called  for  increased  ties  between 
Chinatown  and  the  suburban 
Chinese.  Today,  in  the  suburban 
community  can  be  found  in¬ 
creasing  numbers  of  people  with 
roots  to  Chinatown,  a  “brain 
drain”  as  Bob  Guen  calls  it. 
Guen  knows  that  his  buddies 
whohung  around  Oxford,  Hud¬ 
son  and  Tyler  Streets  and  the 
Chinatown  Y,  and  who  went  to 
college  with  him,  are  now 
raising  families  in  Natick,  Lex¬ 
ington,  and  Brookline. 

The  diversity  of  participants 
who  are  involved  in  today’s 
political  arena  is  an  exciting  new 
reality  for  the  Chinese  communi¬ 
ty  in  Boston.  While  the  views 
sometimes  differ,  the  wisdom 
and  experience  of  those  older 
and  more  ingrained  in  the 
political  arena,  blended  with  the 
new  insight,  the  challenge  and 
energy  of  younger  political  lead¬ 
ers,  together  create  a  new  pulse 
that  had  not  earlier  existed. 

The  1983  political  forum  in 
Chinatown  drawing  all  nine 
mayoral  candidates  was  a  first. 
Activists  entered  the  campaign 
in  nearly  every  candidate’s 
camp.  Voter  awareness  and 
registration  is  on  the  agenda  for 
all  —  Chinatown,  Boston  and 
suburban  efforts.  The  wise  poli¬ 
tician  will  keep  an  eye  on  that 
trend  and  an  ear  to  the  voices  of 
the  Chinese  community.

air-inflated  plastic  “bubble.” 
with  one  basketball  court  and  a 
holding  capacity  of  175  people  — 
prevented  him  from  developing 
new  programs  and  expanding 
the  local  Y’s  membership.

mixed-use  complex)  and  no 
capital.” 

He  contended  that  the  Greater 
Boston  Y  ‘‘is  not  sensitive  to 
understanding  the  situation  as 
it  exists  and  as  it  has  been 
explained  to  them  over  the  past 
seven  years.” 

“There  has  been  an  infre¬ 
quency  of  visits  from  the  metro¬ 
politan  Y  and  negligence  of  the 
programming  problem  even 
though  they  have  been  made 
aware,”  he  added. 

He  believes,  however,  that 
with  his  dismisssal,  the  greater 
Boston  Y  has  “in  essence  made 
a  commitment  to  this  branch”  of 
additional  financial  and  staff 
support. 

Yee  noted  that  he  never 
received  a  job  description  since 
he  was  first  hired  as  executive 
director  of  the  South  Cove  Y,  and 
added  “I  was  not  hired  as  a 
program  person,  but  as  an 
administrator.” 

The  reaction  to  Yee’s  dismis¬ 


sal  among  South  Cove  Y  board 
members  interviewed  by  the 
SAMPAN  appeared  to  be  mixed. 

The  reaction  among  members 
of  the  South  Cove  Y  board, 
an  advisory  body  without  the 
power  to  hire  and  fire,  inter¬ 
viewed  by  the  SAMPAN  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  mixed. 

Ed  Ehrlich,  board  chair  for  the 
past  two  years  and  president  of 
the  New  England  Medical  Cen¬ 
ter,  said  Yee’s  dismissal  re¬ 
flected  a  “change  of  empha¬ 
sis.”  He  believes  that  in  the 
short  run  Yee’s  dismissal  will 
mean  the  South  Cove  Y  has  to 
recover  from  the  loss  of  its 
executive  director,  but  in  the 
long  run  it  will  benefit  the  local 
branch. 

“The  board  is  very  apprecia¬ 
tive  of  Ron  for  the  job  he  did 
through  the  difficulties.  And 
given  the  limited  resources  he 
had,  he  did  a  very  commendable 
job.  I  don’t  want  to  detract  ffom 
Ron,  but  this  move  will  help  the 
Y  bring  more  services  to  the 
community,”  Ehrlich  said. 

“If  the  Greater  Boston  Y  is 


sincere  in  its  comments,  and  I 
have  no  reason  to  believe 
otherwise,  it  has  promised  to 
help  this  branch  more  than  in  the 
past,”  he  added. 

Phil  Chew,  a  board  member 
for  three  years,  supported  Yee’s 
dismissal  because  “he  did  not 
perform.” 

“It  was  like  the  riddle  about 
the  chicken  and  the  egg.  Ron 
was  going  for  the  big  plan.  He 
thought  the  new  facilities  would 
bring  in  people.  I  believe  pro¬ 
grams,  no  matter  how  meager, 
should  be  instituted.  Member¬ 
ship  went  downhill  because  of 
lack  of  outreach  and  programs,  ’  ’ 
Chew  explained. 

Ted  Wong,  who  said  he  grew 
up  with  the  South  Cove  Y  and 
has  been  a  board  member  for 
seven  years,  said  although  Yee 
was  a  good  administrator,  he 
agreed  with  the  reasons  given 
for  Yee’s  dismissal.  “You  can’t 
put  up  a  $1  million  building  for 
150  members.  You  have  to  show 
there’s  a  market  and  build  up 
membership... I  think  if  the  Y 
closed  up  tomorrow,  nobody 


would  notice.  I  would  like  to  see 
the  Y  as  a  place  where  people 
could  bring  kids  back  to  China¬ 
town  to  meet  other  kids  and 
become  more  well  rounded. 
Right  now  it’s  only  serving 
certain  local  athletic  groups.” 

Larry  Hsieh,  a  board  member 
for  six  months,  said  he  has  not 
been  on  the  board  long  enough 
to  decide  whether  the  dismissal 
was  justified,  but  was  “not 
happy  about  the  way  it  was 
done,  that  there  was  no  official 
warning.” 

Franklin  Woo,  a  board  mem¬ 
ber  for  16  years,  termed  the 
dismissal  as  being  “so  sudden.  ’  ’ 

“(The  •  Greater  Boston  Y) 
should  have  let  the  board  know 
there  was  a  problem,  to  discuss 
it  and  be  brought  in  to  do 
something  about  it... (Programs 
and  membership)  should  be  a 
the  board  and  the  Y  Staff,  ’  ’  Woo 
maintained. 

Sophia  Yu,  a  board  member 
for  two  years,  believes  Yee’s 
dismissal  signals  “a  great  loss” 
and  that  ‘  ‘the  board  is  as  guilty 
as  Ron”  for  the  the  lack  of 


programming  at  the  South  Cove 
Y.  She  contended  that  board 
members,  along  with  the  Great- 
ter  Boston  Y,  did  not  provide 
adequate  support  to  Yee  over 
the  years  by  recognizing  the 
limitations  of  the  current  facili¬ 
ty. 

Yu  contended  that  at  the 
Greater  Boston  Y  “all  they  care 
about  is  fundraising’  ’  and  ’  ’they 
never  understood  the  Chinese 
community.  ’  ’  She  said  she  in¬ 
tends  to  remain  a  board  member 
in  order  to  see  whether  the 
Greater  Boston  Y  carries  out  its 
commitment  to  increase  commu¬ 
nication  and  allow  the  local  Y 
board  to  become  involved  in 
hiring  a  new  executive  director. 

Laura  Wong,  who  formerly 
headed  the  South  Cove  Y’s 
programming  committee  and 
served  on  the  board  for  four 
years,  said  she  resigned  from 
the  board  because  she  disagreed 
with  the  reasons  given  for  Yee’s 
dismissal  and  the  manner  in 
which  it  was  carried  out. 

‘  ‘I  wasted  five  years  trying  to 
run  programs  (at  the  local  Y 
branch).  But  there  was  lack  of 
support  from  the  board  to  run 
the  programs.  If  you  don’t  have 
the  support  ot  the  board,  then 
you’ll  find  it  very  difficult  to  do 
anything.  There  was  verbal 
support,  but  when  it  came  down 
to  doing  work,  no  board  mem¬ 
bers  were  around,”  she  said. 

“Trying  to  conduct  program¬ 
ming  is  like  banging  your  head 
against  the  wall. .  .If  the  central  Y 
knew^we  were  having  trouble 
running  programs,  why  didn’t 
they  send  somebody  down  to 
help?  We’ve  asked  for  help,  but 
nobody  ever  offered  any  help,” 
she  added. 

Bob  Chin,  who  also  resigned 
in  protest  after  serving  on  the 
board  one  year,  concurred, 
“The  central  Y  should  have  let 
Ron  know  what  was  wanted  and 
helped  him  out  programmatical¬ 
ly.  Nobody  is  to  blame  for  this. 
We’ve  started  programs,  and 
they  haven’t  worked  out.” 

Eugene  Eng,  the  third  board 
member  who  handed  in  a 
resignation,  also  believes  that 
Yee’s  dismissal  was  undeserved 
and  that  he  was  “betrayed”  by 
local  board  members  who  may 
have  worked  to  have  him  re¬ 
moved  as  executive  director.
